COLUMBUS, Ohio <AP> - 
Gov. Jf.mes A.Rhodes has pro­ 
posed a 25-year tax moratorium 
as an incentive for new in­ 
dustries to locate in decaying 
inner city areas. His goal is to 
create “ 100,000 job opportun­ 
ities throughout the state.” 
Manufacturers 
locating 
or 
expanding into blighted areas 
outside of central cities would 
be granted a 12-vear tax abate­ 
ment. Rhodes said. 
The governor said the aim of 
the plan was “very simple — to 
make Ohio depression proof 
“Only an approach that is 
revolutionary will work.” he 
said 
“We have tried every ­ 
thing in the inner cities except 
jobs.” 
Rhodes said he would seek 
legislative approval for a con­ 
stitutional amendm ent on the 
June 3 ballot to set up a bi­ 
partisan Industrial Incentives 
Board to screen industries and 
“determine what areas have 
critical need." 
The five-member board could 
grant 
industry 
ex e m p tio n s 
from all state corporate income 
or franchise taxes, all state tan­ 
gible personal property taxes 
and half of the real estate tax on 
the increased value of the new 
facility. 
With input from local offi­ 
cials. the board would desig­ 
nate eligible areas based low 
in c o m e , 
u n e m p l o y m e n t , 
welfare 
rates 
and 
“general 
deterioration ” 
To qualify, an industry would 
have to be a manufacturer be 
ginning construction between 
Feb 
5. 1975 and July 1. 197H 
when the exemption would ex ­ 
pire 
The proposal is geared to at­ 
tract out-of-state industry, but 
RhnHes said Ohio companies 


could qualify by expanding into 
d e sig n a te d se ctio n s. “ T hey 
cannot move ... over to one of 
these areas, he said. But, "if 
they expand, this is new in­ 
dustry.”

Jobless--What Does It Mean? 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
January unemployment rate, to 
be reported Friday by the La­ 
bor Department, is expected to 
surpass thé 7.5 per cent peak of 
the 1957-58 recession. 
But unlike in the Great De­ 
pression of the 1930s, the jobless 
have unemployment benefits 
welfare 
programs and 
food 
stamps to fall back on 
Just what do the monthly 
unem p loym ent 
s ta tis tic s 
mean? How are they gathered? 
How 
accurately 
do 
they 
measure 
the 
problems 
of 
joblessness and lost wages and 
purchasing power? 
In a series of questions and 
answers based on the methods 
and contents of the government 
surveys, here is the background 
for those monthly news reports. 
Q The government reported 
m December that 7.1 per cent of 
people in the labor force were 
out of work. How many people 
are actually out of work? 
A. With a civilian labor force 
of 91.7 million, a jobless rate of 
7.1 per cent means that 6.5 mil­ 
lion people were out of work, or 
about one of every 14 workers. 
At the height of the Great De­ 
pression, one of every four 
workers was unable to find a 
job. 
In 1933 the unemployment 
rate hit 25 per cent with nearly 
13 million out of work. The work 
force was much smaller then, 
totaling about 52 million. 
Q.How does the government 
determine who is employed and 
who isn’t'’ 
A.Every civilian 16 years old 
or over, who is not in an in­ 
stitution such as a prison or 
mental hospital, is classified as

either employed, unemployed, 
or not in the labor force. People 
with jobs are employed; people 
who are jobless, are looking for 
jobs, and are available for work 
are unemployed. 
Q. Who’s being hurt most by 
rising unemployment? 
A. Nearly every industry is 
being affected by the recession, 
but particularly hard hit are 
the automobile, 
construction 
and textile industries. Allied in­ 
dustries which supply 
them 
also are affected severely. In 
terms of numbers, adult men 
and blue-collar workers suffer 
most because they account for 
the largest percentages of the 
labor force. In terms of unem­ 
ployment rates, women and 
teen-agers have the highest. 
In December, the jobless rate 
for married men, generally re 
garded 
as 
fam ily 
bread­ 
winners, was 3.7 per cent; for 
adult women, the rate was 7.2 
per cent; and teen-agers, 18.3 
per cent. 
Q. Even though the nation’s 
over-all unemployment rate 
will eclipse the 1957-58 reces­ 
sion, the rate for married men 
still is substantially lower than 
in past recessions. Doesn’t that 
indicate less hardship for most 
families in the current reces­ 
sion? 
A.Not necessarily. The com­ 
position of the nation’s work 
force has changed dramatically 
since the 1960s. The postwar 
baby boom has pumped mil­ 
lions of teen-agers into the job 
market and more women are 
working. At the same time, the 
proportion of older men in the 
work force has declined, partly 
as a result of early retirement 
plans and partly because of the 
changing 
mix 
in 
the 
work 
population. 
Q. Doesn’t recession mean 
that consumer prices are de­ 
clining'’ 
And if that’s so, 
wouldn’t that ease the impact of 
unemployment'’ 
A That was the case during 
the Great Depression and past 
recessions, but it isn’t that way 
now. 
Despite 
the 
economic 
slump, consumer prices rose 
12.2 per cent in 1974, and are 
expected to rise almost that 
much this year In the 1930s, 
consumer prices dropped 27 per 
cent. 
Q. Don’t today’s unemployed 
have various benefits to sustain 
them, thus easing the impact on 
the economy? 
A Yes. Congress recently ex­ 
tended unemployment benefits 
from a maximum duration of 39 
weeks to one year and w idened 
coverage 
from 
65 
million 
workers to 87 million, almost 


the entire work force. However, 
the average weekly unemploy­ 
ment check is $61, about $27 a 
week less than what is needed 
to reach the $4,598 annual in­ 
come the government says is 
necessary 
to 
m aintain an 
above-poverty-level 
standard 
of living for a family of four. 
In addition to unemployment 
compensation, food stamps and 
welfare benefits also are avail­ 
able. In a few industries, notab­ 
ly 
autos, 
labor-management 
contracts 
provide 
Sup­ 
plemental 
Unem ploym ent 
Benefits, guaranteeing laid-off 
workers 95 per cent of their 
weekly 
take-home 
pay. 
However, United Auto Workers 
officials say these benefits will 
start running out at Chrysler in 
March and at General Motors 
in May or June if current levels 
of unemployment persist in the 
industry’ 
Q. In measuring unemploy­ 
ment, shouldn’t greater em­ 
phasis 
be 
placed 
on 
the 
breadwinner who is the sole 
support of the fam ily? 
A. The Labor Department’s 
Bureau 
of 
Labor 
Statistics, 
which prepares the monthly job 
report, says that is a value 
judgment which is not its role. 
“ The unemployment rate is a 
measure of the economic well­ 
being of the country, not of in­ 
dividual hardship,” says John 
Bregger of the bureau. “ Women 
and teen-agers are part of the 
work 
force and 
eliminating 
them from the statistics won’t 
make the problem go away.” 
Q 
How are 
the 
statistics 
gathered each month? 
A.The survey is taken by the 
Bureau of Census which selects 
a sample of one in every 1,500 
households in the country, or 
about 58,000 total Each house­ 
hold is the site of an interview 
for four consecutive months.

Q. What is seasonal adjust­ 
ment? 
A. Employment and unem­ 
ployment change during the 
year as a result of holidays, va­ 
cations, harvest time, changing 
seasons, shifts in production

rences. Seasonal adjustment is 
used to determine whether de­ 
velopments between any two 
months reflect changing eco­ 
nomic conditions or are merely 
normal seasonal fluctuations. 
For example, the unadjusted 
rate is 10 to 20 per cent higher in 
February and 10 to 20 per cent 
lower in May than the annual 
average. 
After seasonal ad­ 
justment, only changes in the 
underlying employment situ­ 
ation will change the rate. 
Are the figures released each 
month always seasonally ad­ 
justed?

PLO Actions In the Mideast 


* 
The Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) 
is attempting to influence the upcoming round of 
, Mideast talks even though it is not a formal p ar­ 
ticipant. 
Spokesmen for the PLO have implemented a 
political program aimed at pressuring Egypt to 
refuse any settlement offers that do not advance 
the terrorist organization’s goals. 
Egypt is being accused of getting ready to 
grant “exorbitant concessions” in exchange for 
another Israeli withdrawal. Prominent PLO fig­ 
u r e s are charging that an Egyptian-Israeli 
agreement would undermine the “ united Arab 
front.” 
The verbal attack has been so virulent that 
analysts believe the PLO leadership suspects 
Egypt is prepared to ignore Palestinian interests 
for the foreseeable future. 


THE PLO is bitterly disappointed that Am er­ 
ican refusal to pay any attention to it has blocked 
the organization from translating diplomatic 
victories at the United Nations and the Rabat 
Arab summit into a Mideast negotiating role. 
This frustration could manifest itself in a new 
outbreak of terrorist activity because that is 
what the PLO knows best. Or PLO leaders may 
attempt to convince Arab oil producers to put the 
squeeze on again 
to gain new 
bargaining 
leverage. 
Also part of the offensive to spoil the expected 
bit by Secretary of State Henry Kissinger for 
additional Arab-Israeli dialog this month is 
Nayef Hawatmeh, leader of the Popular Demo­ 
cratic Front for the Liberation of Palestine. 
Charging that Egypt was undermining Arab 
bloc unity, Hawatmeh reported that Egypt has 
made several contacts with the PLO suggesting 
Jordan’s King Hussein be authorized to negotiate 
for the West Bank The Washington Post re­ 
ported that Egypt has confirmed such a sugges­ 
tion was made 
This indicates Egypt is fully aw are of the dif­ 
ficulty presented by dem ands for an active PLO 
role in negotiations with Israel. It also raises the 
possibility of new actions in the Mideast — ac­ 
tions that will contribute to the unrest rather 
than smooth the road to a settlement. 


King Hussein no doubt will be the target of a 
new assassination attempt. It has been disclosed 
by Palestinian sources that an assassination 
attem pt had been planned against the king at the 
Rabat sum m it but the would-be assassins were 
detained in Egypt and then deported 
Elimination of King Hussein could open up new 
avenues for the Palestinian guerrillas depending 
upon who would take over leadership of Jordan. 
Further, militant factions of the PLO are 
pressing hard for stepped up terrorist attacks. 
And, as in the case of King Hussein, such attacks 
could be aimed at Arabs as well as Israel. In the 
eyes of the PLO any tactic, any strategy is legiti­ 
mate if it is considered helpful in achieving its 
goals of the establishment of a Palestinian state 
and the elimination of Israel 
Although much of the world seems to have 
bought the PLO propaganda that its highly mo­ 
tivated aim is to bring about recognition of the 
rights of the Palestinians, the documental truth 
is that its ultimate goal is eradication of Israel. 
THOSE GOALS are not mere suppositions, 
they are incorporated in the Palestinian National 
Covenant modified and adopted in 1968 bv the 
PLO. 
Article 15 of the covenant says in part: “The 
liberation of Palestine, from an Arab viewpoint, 
is a national duty to repulse the Zionist, imperi­ 
alist invasion for the great Arab homeland and to 
purge the Zionist presence from Palestine.” 
Article 19 reads: “The partitioning of Pales­ 
tine in 1947 and the establishment of Israel is 
fundamentally null and void, whatever time has 
elapsed, because it was contrary to the wish of 
the people of Palestine and its natural right to its 
homeland, and contradicts the principles em ­ 
bodied in the charter of the United Nations, the 
first of which is the right of self-determination.” 
The PLO is not simply a mischievous force in 
the Middle East. Its dedication to the destruction 
of Israel makes it a potent negative influence in 
the struggle for a negotiated accord. Its willing­ 
ness to go after either Israel or Arab leaders who 
do not follow its bidding means its presence will 
be felt by Secretary Kissinger during his Mideast 
mission in spite of the fact that he will not meet 
the PLO face to face. 
A Lesson For Consumers 


The American public is getting another lesson 
in the law of supply and demand. This time it is 
in the area of foodstuffs. 
The demand for sugar has fallen off to the 
point where som e refineries have closed down 
and sent employes home. This occurred when 
people finally refused to play the higher-every- 
week gam e with the sugar industry’. 
AS INVENTORIES 
backed up because of 
consumer resistance, the price started to decline 
steadily. 
All the complaining and griping, the hours of 
congressional testimony and verbal slaps at un­ 
conscionable profiteering didn’t bring down the 
price of sugar a penny. But as soon as the supply 
increased significantly, the cost started to come 
down. 
We saw the sam e thing happen in the case of 
meat. As the price went higher, more producers

were attracted to the field. This coupled with 
buyer resistance to high prices increased the 
supply and the cost of dinner-table meat dropped 
to a more reasonable level. 
We anticipate a drop in the price of wheat on 
the heels of cancellation of large orders from 
China and the Soviet Union. Since the current 
supply is larger, domestic users of wheat for a 
variety of products should find their grain bills 
lower and thus can pass along price reductions to 
the consumer. 
To us, the value of a free m arket system with 
the consumer staying in control through buying 
habits has been clearly demonstrated by what 
has happened to sugar, meat and grain prices. 
The less government control, the better the 
system works. 
NO, THE SYSTEM isn’t perfect. Occasionally 
the buyer will get caught in a shortage situation 
and pay more than is desirable or perhaps do 
without for a 
while until 
the situation is 
straightened out. 
Likewise, the farm er will be hurt once in a 
while when an oversupply situation develops be­ 
cause too many producers get in on the act. 
But basically the free m arket process works 
well and doesn’t leave much room for the wild 
fluctuations brought about through control con­ 
ditions that allow manipulation and big price 
jumps when restrictions are lifted.

The 
Supreme Court’s 5-4 decision in 
the Columbus, Ohio school case 
illustrates the adage that bad 
cases make bad law The ruling 
is likely to create new problems 
for both school officials and 
federal judges. They have all 
the headaches they can handle 
now. 
The case was a bad case in 
this way, that the Supreme 
Court never should have ac­ 
cepted it for review in the first 
place. The several incidents 
that 
produced 
the 
litigation 
w ere essen tially ' triv ial in ­ 
cidents. 
Remedial 
measures 
should have been taken — some 
of them were indeed taken— 
before the m atter ever reached 
the level of constitutional con­ 
struction. 


IN FEBRUARY and March 
of 1971, the Columbus schools 
experienced a wave of student 
unrest and racial disturbance. 
At the Marion-Frariklin High 
School, 
six 
stu d e n ts 
w ere 
sum m arily suspended for ten 
days “on account of disruptive 
or disobedient conduct com ­ 


mitted in the presence of the 
school administrator who or­ 
dered the suspension.” Two 
other students were suspended 
in connection with a lunchroom 
disturbance and a 
violent 
demonstration. 
T he 
stu d e n ts 
tiled 
suit, 
contending that they had been 
denied due process of law for 
w an t 
of 
a 
h earin g . 
They 
demanded 
that 
their school 
records 
be 
purged 
of 
any 
reference to the suspensions. A 
three-judge panel agreed that 
the s tu d e n ts ’ co n stitu tio n al 
rights had been violated. In its 
decision of January 22, 
the 
Supreme Court affirmed. 
Taken at face value, Justice 
Byron White’s majority opinion 
seems harmless enough. The 
majority 
did 
not impose 
a 
re q u ire m e n t 
for 
the 
full 
panoply of due process rights. 
The Court m ade it clear that 
any student “whose presence 
poses a continuing danger to 
persons or 
property 
or 
an 
on-going threat of disrupting 
the academic process may be 
im m ed iate ly rem o v ed from 
school.” The Constitution, said 


White, requires only that “at 
the very minimum, students 
facing suspension ... must be 
given SOME kind of notice and 
affo rd ed 
SOME 
kind 
of 
hearing.” 
IN ORDER TO 
reach that 
conclusion, the majority had tu 
find that a student’s right to a 
public school education is a 
form of property. Then the 
majority had to conclude that 
even a single day ’s suspension 
is a taking of property, which 
dem ands due process of law. As 
the dissenters pointed out, in a 
stiff opinion by Justice Lewis 
Powell, the majority has thus 
identified “an entirely new con­ 
stitutional right.” The Court 
“unnecessarily opens avenues 
for judicial intervention in the 
o p era tio n 
of 
our 
public 
schools.” 
We 
may 
be 
certain 
that 
disruptive students will seize 
o p p o rtu n ities, or m ak e op­ 
portunities, to explore these 
inviting new avenues. It will not 
be easy for lower federal judges 
to avoid extension of this due 
p ro cess 
do ctrin e.

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Ethiopian Civil War 
Opens Door to Long 
Unrest In the 'Horn' 
NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 
The flareup in the civil war in 
northern Ethiopia opens the 
door to prolonged unrest in the 
Horn of Africa, a sharp triangle 
of land on the eastern face of 
the continent 
seething with 
tribal, national and East-West 
conflicts. 
The struggle between Eth­ 
iopia s young military rulers 
and 
the 
secessionists 
in 
E ritrea, the country’s big 
northern province, could bring 
far-reaching 
changes 
that 
might prove unfavorable to the 
United States, Ethiopia’s long­ 
term backer, and 
to other 
Western interests. 
Leftist Arab influence could 
spread. Ethiopia could lose its 
coastline and be reduced to its 
pre-World War II territory. The 
French enclave of Djibouti, at 
the entrance to the Red Sea. 
could disappear 
Natural gas and copper have 
been found in the barren 
triangle ot mountains and sear­ 
ing semidesert stretching about 
1.300 miles on each side. But the 
region's value is due to its 
shape and location rather than 
its resources. 
The Horn juts strategically 
into the Indian Ocean, across 
trom 
the oil rich 
Arabian 
peninsula and alongside the 
Sue/ Canal trade route 
The 
triangle contains Socialist, 
m ilitary-ruled Somalia, 
to 
which the Soviet Union has 
supplied MIG fighters in ex­ 
change for bases for 
their 
warships; the French territory 
of Afars and Issas. with its 
capital Djibouti, 
the only 
Western presence; 
and 
the 
eastern part ot Ethiopia, whose 
military officers overthrew 


Emperor Haile Selassie less 
than five months ago. 
Foreign diplomats in Addis 
Ababa say victory for the guer­ 
rillas and the loss of Eritrea 
might touch off a civil con­ 
vulsion in Addis Ababa that 
would expel the military lead­ 
ers from power. 
The diplomats say at that 
point Somalia would probably 
renew its claim to eastern Eth­ 
iopia, over which the two coun­ 
tries fought a brief war 10 years 
ago. 
The 17,000 guerrillas of the 
Moslem 
Eritrean 
Liberation 
Front 
and 
the 
Marxist- 
Christian Popular Liberation 
Front have demonstrated an 
ability to carry out large-scale 
operations among a population 
generally sympathetic to them. 
Eritreans harbor a number of 
anti-Ethiopian grudges. They 
emphasize cultural differences 
between the Tigre tribesmen in 
the province and the Amharas 
who dominate Addis Ababa. 
They accuse the Ethiopian Cop­ 
tic Church of oppressing the 
Moslem half of E ritrea’s popu 
lotion 
They say a jealous central 
government moved industries 
out of Eritrea and collected 
heavy taxes in order to erase 
the economic advantages re­ 
sulting from the territory’s 50 
years as an Italian colony. 
Reports by foreign refugees 
from Asmara suggest the Eth­ 
iopian armed forces are again 
carrying out bloody reprisals 
against the population, a tactic 
that stiffened antigovernment 
attitudes in past years 
“ It’s a blood feud now, and 
that makes it even harder to 
compromise." said one foreign 
observer 


Away From Watergate, Washington 
AP Shifted News Attention 
To Grass Roots In 1974 
NEW YORK 1 AP > - The As­ 
sociated Press began to shift 
major 
news attention 
from 
Washington and W atergate 
back to grass-roots coverage in 
1974. Wes Gallagher, president 
of the news-gathering coopera­ 
tive. said today 
“The view 
of the United 
States had become distorted by 
Watergate and it was necessary 
to put Washington news back in 
perspective with the develop­ 
ments in the rest of the coun­ 
try.” Gallagher said in his an­ 
nual report to AP members 
“This became particularly 
urgent w ith the onslaught ot the 
energy crisis and recession that 
affected the entire nation in 
varying wavs 
“ A similar ongoing effort has 
been made in the Foreign Serv­ 
ice, where the emphasis was 
put on reporting the doings of 
peoples ot 
the world, 
their 
problems and their relationship 
with the United States and its 
problems.” rather than empha­ 
sis on governmental actions 
Gallagher cited two impor­ 
tant 
technical 
achievements 
during the year: l.aserphoto 
and DataStream 
AP's revolutionary new sys 
tern ot Wirephoto delivery. La 
serphoto. went operational via 
receivers at 22 member news 
papers 
Extensive field tests 
bore out advance expectations 
of major improvements in pic­ 
ture quality and handling In 
this new method of sending 
photos by wire, a laser beam is 
used as the light source 
“Large-scale production of 
the machines gets under way 
early in 197.7 and halt the mem­ 
bership will receive them by 
the end of the year,” Gallagher 
added 
DataStream was launched, 
providing a 1,200-words per- 
rrunute circuit linking AP’s 
computer-based production fa 
cihties with 
member 
news­ 
p a p e r s ’

The Public Utilities C om m is­ 
sion of Ohio has approved a 
natural gas cu rtailm en t plan 
for East Ohio Gas Co. which 
would allow initial 10 per cent 
cuts in supplies to industrial 
and large co m m ercial cu sto m ­ 
ers. 
The PUCO said, that residen­ 
tial and sm all com m ercial c u s­ 
tom ers a re not expected to be 
affected. T he com m ission also 
ordered the com pany to provide 
hospitals enough gas for essen ­ 
tial services and to provide 
enough gas to keep existing 
food processors operating. 
T he cu rta ilm e n t plan will be 
put into effect “as the need 
a rise s." the PUCO said. E ast 
Ohio has said it expects a 26 
billion cubic foot shortage of 
n atural gas during 1975.

Gas Slashed 
For Most 


Ohio Schools 


COLUMBUS, 
unio 
(AP)— 
Ohio schoolchildren, 
bundled 
up by their mothers for the cold 
winter weather outside, are 
wearing extra sweaters in the 
classrooms these days. 
About 
tw o-thirds 
of 
the 
state’s more than 2.3 million 
school children are going to 
classes in buildings where ther­ 
mostats are set at 68 degrees or 
below due to the natural gas 
shortage 
All 
the 
metropolitan area 
school districts, with the ex­ 
ception of Cincinnati and Cleve­ 
land, are operating under natu­ 
ral gas curtailment plans to 
meet cutbacks required by sup­ 
pliers, said Don J. Frericks, 
coordinator of the energy con­ 
servation program for Ohio 
schools 
Frericks said nonresidential 
c u sto m ers, 
which 
includes 
schools, have had natural gas 
supplies cut back 10 per cent by 
West Ohio Gas Co and 29 per 
cent by Dayton Power & Light 
Co. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio, Inc., 
has curtailed gas deliveries to 
its large volume users by some 
40 per cent, he said 
Frericks said Columbia Gas 
has agreed to work with the 
state superintendent’s office to 
spread out the cutbacks on mdi- 
vidually m etered buildings 
over a total districtwide basis. 
Meanwhile, school systems 
are trying to conserve, by going 
to alternate fuels if possible, 
lowering 
building 
te m ­ 
peratures, and shutting off heat 
after school hours, he said 
“The smaller the school sys­ 
tem, the more difficult it is to 
save,’’ Frericks said 
The ADA Exempted Village 
School System, serving Ada 
and rural Hardin County, has 
1,157 students who attend the 
elementary'junior 
high-high 
school complex, Supt 
Ernest 
Littler said 
Even following all 
recom­ 
mended conservation methods, 
Littler estimated 
the school 
system has cut natural gas use 
by 30 to 35 per cent, some 5 per 
cent less than required 
After April 
1, excess 
gas 
users will have to pay a penalty 
fee, but Littler said he refuses 
to set back any further the 
th e ro m o stats in the lower 
school. 
Frericks 
said 
he 
thought 
most schools “can continue to 
maintain schedules in a rela­ 
tively normal manner and con 
serve the amount of eas utilitv 
companies are asking us

would be littered with rubble 
again and so might the State 
Department 
I also strolled freely, unchal­ 
lenged bv uniformed guards, 
through the secretary of com­ 
merce's executive suites and 
dow n the corridors of the Gen­ 
eral Services Administration, 
which hires and trains 3,500 
guards to protect federal in­ 
stallations. 
The Justice Department and 
the F B I can thank a suspicious 
tour guide returning from 
lunch, and not guards at three 
stations, for preventing deeper

I sported a scruffy beard and 
even scruffier trench coat and 
desert boots to duplicate the 
first AP test of federal building 
security in October 1970.

Calif., 
and exploded harmlessly.

male guard who was engrossed 
in checking out someone else 
“ Oh, no! I can’t believe it!" 
exclaimed a young woman in 
Sampson's office when I identi­ 
fied myself and displayed the 
shoebox.

head of the Federal Protective 
Service Both were out 
At the Capitol, Police Capt 
Jam es Powell had placed his 
men on an “ alert-type basis"

Guards at the House and Senate 
entrances were inspecting all 
packages, but I breezed past 
the guard preoccupied on a 
phone at the tourist entrance 
under the dome and sauntered 
through the Capitol, mingling 
with senators and representa­ 
tives alike 
At Justice, the guard was ab­ 
sent from his post in the foyer 
The first guard inside refused 
to pass me without an I D. card, 
and 
directed 
me 
down 
a 
hallway past offices of assistant 
attorneys general to another 
guard post. 


But 1 trailed a group of em 
ployes returning from lunch, 
deftly turned the corner past 
the second post, and was on my 
way to the offices of the attor­ 
ney general and F B I Director 
Clarence Kelley. 
Suddenly, 
the 
young 
man 
ahead 
of 
me 
wheeled 
and 
grow led “ Don’t you think you 
should check in0" 
“ Are you an F B I agent'1" I 
asked. 
“ No, hut I aspire to be one," 
said Michael Mott, an F B I tour 
guide. 
The State Department was 
still uptight after its bombing 
four 
floors 
below 
Secretary 
Henry A Kissinger's office, so I 
employed a little subterfuge 
I went to the diplomatic en­ 
trance and gave a woman at the 
reception desk the name and 
telephone 
extension 
of 
a 
new sman I know who works in 
the building’s press room, but 
did not tell her his affiliation 
Identifying himself by name 
but not by his employer, he told 
the woman to let me pass 
through because he was too 
busy to escort me 
The guard checked the shoe­ 
box and saw nothing sinister in 
the tattered pair of tennis shoes 
inside. But he said 
nothing 
about the ominous bulge in my 
trench coat caused by a bulky, 
three-pound tape recorder con­ 
cealed in an inside pocket. 
1 toured the building, past the 
gaping hole caused by 
last 
week's bombing and the work­ 
men repairing the damage. I 


can report authoritatively that 
Kissinger and his top aides 
have a very pleasant reception 
room carpeted in a pale sea 
green 
At 
the Commerce Depart 
ment, I trailed another group 
past three guards without being 
stopped, rode the elevator up to 


Secretarv Fred erick D ent’s 
paneled office. He was out. 
The Pentagon wouldn’t let me 
in until a fellow newsman. Fred 
Hoffman, personally came to 
the desk and vouched for me 
At the Interior Department, 
where Indians once took over 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs, 
the guard rejected an accom­ 
panying photographer’s White 
House pass, issued only after a 
security check, and demanded 
Interior identification. 
The tall, imposing guard at 
the Supreme Court blocked me. 
as he had my predecessor four 
years ago 
‘‘Please put the box on the 
table, 
he said He stoically in­ 
spected the tennis shoes 
An official at GSA. the gov­ 
ernment's landlord and protec­ 
tor. was chagrined but not sur 
prised at the security break­ 
down in some buildings, in­ 
cluding his own 


"Some of the people we hire 
aren’t 
too bright," he said 
“This shows that somebody 
who’s absolutely determined to 
get in, can " 
< )ther security agents I talked 
to were not so calm. One. who 
regards himself as a profes­ 
sional, said that “ the whole 
damn town could have been 
leveled" while GSA spent three 
days trying to get its new se­ 
curity signals straight. 


The crackdown, and the in­ 
sistence on a government I D. 
for admission to buildings, is 
creating all sorts of problems. 
Press passes are not being hon­ 
ored, citizens are finding it dif­ 
ficult to attend public hearings, 
and the general public is being 
turned away.

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Hungry, Talkative Two-year-old 
Was Given Up for Dead at Birth 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Two-year-old Mike McFarland 
is rather talkative and likes to 
eat a lot. Not bad for a guy who 
weighed 2 pounds, 2 ounces 
when he was born and was al­ 
most given up for dead. 
“ He has a vocabulary of 30 
words. He likes the color red 
best of all and he enjoys watch­ 
ing television. He loves to eat — 
anything and everything,” said 
Hoy 
M cFarland, 
42, 
Mike’s 
father. 
On New Y ear’s 
Day 
two 
years ago, M cFarland said his 
wife Susan, who was about 5 4 
months pregnant, had been un­ 
comfortable. So they went to 
the University of Utah Medical 
Center to find out why. 
Doctors determined that she 
was going into labor, but w arn­ 
ed the M cFarlands that the 
birth would be too premature 
and that the child would die. 
Later, a doctor cam e out of 
the delivery room and told 
M cFarland that the baby had 
not been able to breathe prop­ 
erly and had died shortly after 
birth. 
“The doctor said the child 
breathed for a moment, but 
could 
not 
prolong 
it,’’ 
M c F a rla n d 
said 
“ I 
was 
am azed and shocked to hear

there had been a baby and to 
learn it had died. They told me, 
though, that the baby had not 
had time enough to develop, 
and its lungs had^ not grown 
enough to support'it. 
” 1 went back into the hall 
again and tried to call my 
wife’s parents and my mother 
to tell them that the baby had 
died. 1 was standing in the hall 
outside the delivery room for 
about half an hour 
“A nurse later told me she 
had tried to go into the delivery 
room and get the baby to take it 
to the morgue. She said she 
didn’t have the heart to do that 
with me standing right there, so 
she waited.” 
An orderly went into the de­ 


livery room to clean up, heard a 
noise and saw a 
movement 
under a sheet on a table. 
“ When the orderly saw the 
movement and lifted the sheet, 
he was am azed to find a baby 
there,” M cFarland said. 
The baby was rushed to the 
intensive care unit and put into 
an incubator.

Steaks Put Through 
Tenderizing Machines 


Henry C. Traute, 
the go- 
getter who fathered matchbook 
advertising, also thought up 
wnai may be the world's most 
ignored safety suggestion: 
“Close Cover Before Striking ”

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP) — 
The next steak you buy may 
have 
und erg o n e 
an 
a c u ­ 
puncture-like treatment which 
a growing number of super­ 
markets are using to tenderize 
tough meat. 
S k y ro ck etin g g rain prices 
have decreased the supply and 
increased the price of the ten­ 
der, corn-fed beef that is most 
popular in the supermarket. 
Supplies of less expensive 
beef from cattle fattened par­ 


tially or wholly on grass have 
increased. But while this meat 
is lean and flavorful, it is usu­ 
ally harder to chew, fit more for 
stews 
than 
for 
steaks 
and 
roasts. It is often ungraded or 
g rad ed “ good,’’ instead of 
“choice” or “ prim e” by the US. 
D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
Faced with a demand for in­ 
expensive yet tender cuts, a 
number of retail food chains 
have turned to a new tenderiz­ 
ing machine which forces hun­ 
dreds of sharp needles through 
large hunks of beef, cutting its 
tough connecting fibers. 


The principle involved is the 
sam e as that used in pounding a 
piece of m eat or cutting it with 
rotary knives tp make “cubed” 
steak. But unlike these ten­ 
derizing 
m ethods, 
use 
of 
needles leaves the m eat vis­ 
ually unchanged. 
“The m eat really looks good 
in the m eat case because the 
needles promote bleeding, giv­ 
ing the m eat a nice red, fresh 
look,” said one m eat cutter. 
The Illinois F arm Bureau re­ 
ported that kitchen tests found 
the m eat dried out if broiled or 
if roasted too long. But it added, 
“At a time when inflation is on 
everyone’s mind, a lower price 
for m eat is welcome news .... 
The new beef can be just as 
tender as the more expensive 
grades if it is cooked properly.” 


The tenderizing machine was 
developed by Ross Industries 
Inc. of Midland, Va., about four 
years 
ago, 
but 
sales 
have 
boomed in the past six months. 
“We’ve sold more machines 
since July than we did in the 
preceeding 12 months,” said 
William DuPont, vice president 
of the firm. 
A spokesman for Jewel Food 
Stores, one of the chains using 
the machines, said m eat tende­ 
rized by the new method was on 
sale in several of the chain’s 250 
stores throughout the Midwest.

Within a week 1 had severe 
headaches that I couldn't at­ 
tribute to tension or sinus 
There was swelling on the side 
of the head where the headache 
occurred. One day 1 awakened 
with one side ot my face swollen 
and aching dreadful 1> and 
retired with the other side 
affected. 
The site ot the bruise has 
flattened as it the muscles were 
gone Why? Yet. I am very 
active and climb many lulls, 
and that leg isn't any weaker 
than the other 
At the sit»* ot the kick there 
are lumps 1 can feel I have a 
bruise on my other leg from 
bumping 
into 
the 
pickup 
tailgate, and it. too. has a little 
lump almost dead center Are 
these lumps clots'’ Will they 
disappear'1 


Dear Reader — \ bruise and 
a clot are not the same thing 
i'm sure in the wake ot former 
President Nixon s problems 
everyone w ith a bruise is going 
to be more conscious ot the 
problem A bruise results Irom^ 
a tear in the wall of the blood 
vessels that allows blood to leak 
out 
of the 
vessel 
into 
the 
surrounding tissues 
It >ou g«’t hit or kicked by a 
horse the injured blood vessels 
literally 
leak 
blood 
The 
smallest blood vessels break 
because they have the thinnest 
walls and are 
more easilv 


broken than the larger thick 
walled veins. 
The blood that leaks out can 
» lot. but since it is outside of a 
V{’>ti it is not going to go 
anywhere 
At least it won't 
dislodge and travel with the 
circulation. II the leak is in a 
place where the tissues are 
loose, as under the skin, a lot ol 
blood can accumulate before 
the leaked blood creates enough 
pressure to close the small 
blood vessels 
Of course, if the injury is to a 
large vein, in addition to the 
leak of blood that causes the 
bruise, a clot can form at the 
site ol injury ot the vein. This 
clot in a larger vein can be 
dislodged and travel in the 
circulation to the heart and 
lungs 
As 
the 
leaked 
blood 
is 
gradually reabsorbed by the 
body. it may cause scarring 
The blood accumulation acts 
much like an injury and it is 
possible to have damage to the 
muscle that would cause the 
appearance ol lost muscle you 
describe The elimination of the 
last part ol the clot and for­ 
mation ol the scar is probably 
responsible for the knots you 
are describing 
To prevent further changes 
large clots in some location are 
sometimes removed surgically 
Of course this is not done it 
there is a bleeding tendency 
and each case is different 
The length ot time it takes to 
eliminate the leaked blood or 
external clot depends a lot on 
its size and location 
1 doubt your headache had 
any relation to the bruise at all 
The swelling on one side at 
night and on the other side at 
the end of the day probably was 
related to the difference in your 
head position while sleeping 
and while being up and about

Thousands of salaried e m ­ 
ployes at the nation’s auto 
companies, ranging from plant

executives, have been forced 
off the job because of the 
slumping car market. 
In the past year, an estimated 
26,000 salaried employes have 
been laid off. Most have been 
cut within the past two months. 
Extensive cost-cutting moves 
eliminated another 14,000 jobs 
The four US. car companies 
employed 
about 
255,000 
salaried workers in late 1973. 
Faced with the worst sales 
slump since World War II, the 
industry closed some plants 
tem porarily and furloughed

alone, some 275,(KK) production 
workers, 40 per cent of the force

If the sales decline continues 
into the second half of 1975, as

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Offi­ 
cial returns from the Demo­ 
crats' landslide in last Novem 
her s elections show their popu 
lar vote was bigger in House 
races than in statewide con 
tests. 
Official canvasses from all 50 
states show that Democrats ran 
well ahead of all opposition in 
the big races, in some cases 
surpassing the vote tallies com­ 
puted on election night, espe 
daily at the congressional dis­ 
trict level, the smallest units 
surveyed. 
The official canvasses show 
49,307,537 Americans voted for 
members of the U.S. House, not 
counting one contest in Loui­ 
siana. which was voided and 
rerun later Seven other elec­ 
tions also were not counted be­ 
cause candidates were unop­ 
posed 
Democrats took over 29.7 
million votes in House races, or 
60 per cent of the total vote, a 
possible portent of rising for­ 
tunes for a party which has 
scored above 50 per cent in a 
presidential contest in only one 
of the last seven elections. 
In the 34 Senate races across 
the country, 41,011,428 votes 
were cast and Democrats took 
22.6 million of them or 55 per 
cent 
Democratic candidates 
also scored 55 per cent, or 22.9 
million, ol the 41.727,935 votes 
cast in gubernatorial contests. 
The aggregate total for the 50 
states, taken from the highest 
statewide race or collective 
House races, whichever was 
larger, was 55.830,113 votes cast 
last Nov. 5. An additional 108,- 
199 voted in the nation s capital, 
’making the national 
total 
55.938.312. 
This means 40.69 per cent of 
the voting age population par­ 
ticipated. not counting foreign 
nationals, those in prison and 
others ineligible to vote This is 
about 10 percentage points be 
low the 58.5 million who voted in 
the last offyear election in 1970 
before 
18-year-olds 
were 
given the franchise in most 
states. 
The share ol votes going to 
Democrats in 1973 increased 
across the board from 1970 The 
55 per cent in gubernatorial 
races compared to 49 per cent 
in 1970 and the 55 per cent in 
Senate races compared to 53.1 
per cent and the 60 per cent in 
the House compared to 53 9 last 
time.

slump, confirmed Wednesday 
that it quietly has been laying 
off employes and eliminating 
jobs since last November. 
But the nation’s No. 4 auto 
manufacturer declined to say 
how many of the 8,000 salaried 
employes on its payroll a year 
ago have been cut. 
In addition to layoffs, the 
companies have trimmed their 
payrolls by not replacing em ­ 
ployes who die, retire or are 
fired. The companies also have 
forced workers onto early re­ 
tirement or required them to 
take early vacations in lieu of 
layoffs. 
Many of the laidoff employes 
receive company benefits on 
top of regular unemployment 
compensation, as do furloughed 
blue-collar workers, but others 
receive no additional com 
pensation.
